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Preface 


The  growing  popularity  of  the  Small  (Irish)  Harp  has  cre¬ 
ated  a  demand  for  pleasing  solos  and  arrangements  of  classics  that 
shall  come  within  the  scope  of  the  instrument;  and  it  is  to  meet 
this  requirement  that  the  author  presents  the  first  collection  of  this 
character,  which  naturally  follows  her  instruction  book,  FIRST  LES¬ 
SONS  FOR  THE  HARP,  written  for  Small  Harp,  or  Concert  Harp. 

This  solo  collection  is  graded,  and  the  twelve  solos  can 
be  used  in  the  order  given  for  teaching  purposes,  or  in  the  case 
of  those  who  are  advanced  performers,  selections  can  be  used 
as  desired.  The  solos  are  arranged  with  the  harp  tuned  in  the 
key  of  C  flat  in  the  open  strings.  The  accidental  levers  are  all 
indicated  with  the  number  of  the  octave  in  which  they  occur,  af¬ 
ter  the  accidental  sign. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  arrange  excerpts  from  the  best 
composers,  and  to  create  solos  with  pleasing  melodies  and  simple 
harmonies,  which,  while  graded  according  to  difficulty,  shall  be  both 
interesting  and  pleasing.  It  is  with  the  hope  that  this  has  been  ac¬ 
complished,  that  this  work  is  presented.
